“ T he m ost discouraging feature 
of th e trade is th at there is no hom e trade 
for returning vessels beyond three or four 
cargoes of wool a year. 
If we could im ­ 
port A ustralian wool, and could have a 
hom e trade equal to tlie outgoing one, we 
could m ake our round charters 
m uch 
cheaperand outbound rates of freight lower, 
and could soon take a fair share o f trade.” 
T he Commercial Bulletin, review ing the 
exports and im ports in 1887. sum s up the 
wool statistics as 
ollow s; 
T here was a 
large decrease in the im ports of wool, of 
w hich only 105,000,000 pounds cam e in 
against 131.000,000 pounds in the previous 
year, but considerably less of the wool im ­ 
ported was afterw ard' sent abroad to find a 
m arket. 
In 1886 over ten m illion pounds 
of foreign wool was thus exported, and iu 
1887 less th an five m illion pounds. 
The 
im ports of woolen goods am ounted to $45.­ 
065,986, against $43,995,641 in the previous 
year, th e large increase appearing in dress 
goods, woolen cloths and rags, shoddy and 
waste, w hile the im ports of the year de­ 
clined m ore than two m illion pounds, and 
im ports of carpets about one hundred and 
forty thousand square yards.

EXECUTIONS AND THE LIBERTY OF 
THE PRESS. 
Replying to this journal’s advocacy of the 
principle of tiie New .Jersey hill forbidding 
—under penalty for violation—publication 
of sensational accounts of executions, our 
valued contemporary, the Marysville Ap­ 
peal, savs: 
It may be better to have executions private 
than public, uud tiie Legislature has an un­ 
doubted right to make them private. But the 
truth remains that no Legislature should have 
the right to say what events the press shall or 
shall not publish with attention to details. It 
was to the denial of any such right of restric­ 
tion that the Appeals article was directed ihis 
paper docs not coutend for *• sensational” re­ 
ports of anything, bntthe Record-Usionshould 
remember that an account ut a hanging need 
not be "sensational.” If the principle were 
admitted that Legislatures sluuld have the 
right to prohibit the publication of particulars 
oi any public event, who could say where the 
application of right would stop? ’ 
Originally, as we understood it, the chief 
objection of the Appeal to the bill, was 
that the limitation would prevent public 
knowledge of events relating to executions, 
essential for the people to know, fliat these 
seenes may not become more revolting. 
The idea was that publicity was a conserv­ 
ator of carefulness and humanity on the 
part of officials. The Appeal dwells with 
more particularity now upon the danger 
of tiie supposed previous restraints to he 
laid upon publication. NVlien our con­ 
temporary admits that it is better that 
executions lie carried out in private, and 
that the legislature has “ an undoubted 
right to make t hem private,” it gives away 
its case. The right and propriety being 
conceded, it follows that the legislative 
judgment as to what is private and proper 
must lie the one only standard. If, there­ 
fore, that representative body judges that 
newspaper sensationalism—to use the gen­ 
era! term—defeats the end of privacy, it 
may declare it to be unlawful. 
I lie Appeal hastens to disavow advocacy 
of sensational reports, yet that is all at 
which the New Jersey hill strikes. It ex­ 
plicitly and affirmatively declares that the 
press may publish the fact, the official re. 
cord, the verdict of the witnesses provided 
by the law, and l>e protected in so doing. 
What more need the public know ? Is it 
essential to the liberty of the press that it 
shall be permitted to indulge in the sickly 
sentimental twaddle that has so long char­ 
acterized reports by the sensational news- 
jiapers of executions? After admitting the 
right and propriety of legislation to secure 
privacy of executions, our worthy con­ 
temporary perplexes us by asking in the 
next breath if the right to prohibit publi­ 
cation of particulars of any public event is 
conceded, who shall say where the appli­ 
cation of the right would stop? Legisla­ 
tive discretion is limited hv the Constitu­ 
tion as interpreted by the Courts: when it 
invades an inalienable right, a constitu­ 
tional guarantee, the judicial arm of the 
Government intervenes. The jieople them­ 
selves, the authors and source of all legis­ 
late e power, stand behind it, for it is but 
the reflection of the sovereign will, and the 
sovereign is the people. If we <-annot trust 
our liberties to them, then confidence can 
be reposed in none. 
Ilut, says the Appeal: 
Why should they not prohibit the publication 
of the details of murders, suicides, robberies 
and all other crimes, for the reason that such 
publication may be supposed to tend to the in­ 
crease of crime ? Why not prohibit even re 
ports of trials of criminal offenses, beyond the 
mere mention of the result ? 
If our contemporary will overhaul its 
knowledge of the law it will find that 
there are very many so-called “ restric­ 
tions” upon publication already, and that 
neither public justice nor the liberties of 
the people have suffered in consequence. 
The law of our system excludes the press 
from executive sessions of one of the 
branches of the legislative arm ; it wisely 
closes the door to impertinent inquiry into 
the use of secret service funds of the Fed­ 
eral and every State Government; it pro­ 
hibits examination of documentary proofs 
in divorce cases, and shuts the portals 
of the Courts against the press in 
scandalous trials. It permits any commis­ 
sion to hold sessions without notice to the 
press, and leaves only the cold record of 
their Secretaries for newspapers to publish. 
In short, the law does not provide for the 
press being taken into partnership in any 
official proceeding. Whatever publication 
the superior authority—the people, through 
their chosen representatives—deem to be 
opposed to public policy, injurious to the 
morals of the people and subversive of 
peace and order, they may and do prohibit 
within the constitutional limits. Tints 
New York expressly prohibits certain pub­ 
lications, and authorizes the seizure of. 


such as appoxr, and arraifrns the publisher j 
as R criminal, and all the statutes specify 
publications tiie issuance of which is made 1 
a crime. Georgia goes so far as to fcrbid j 
the entry into the State of newspapers ^ 
containing a certain character of litera­ 
ture, and this has been declared by the 
Courts to be legislation within the Federal 
and State Constitution, and itot abridge­ 
ment of “ the right to freely speak, write 
and publish one’s sentiments on all sub­ 
jects." 
Chief Justice Parker of Massachusetts, 
probably lietter than any other oouistitu- 
tiomal jurist, lias defined the “liberty of 
tfee press” when he said: “The liberty of 
the press, not its licentiousness; tins is the 
construction which a just regard to the 
other parts of the Constitution, and to the 
wisdom of those who founded it, requires.” 
Cooley defines it to be “complete immuni­ 
ty from legal censure and punishment for 
the publication, so long as it is not harmful 
in its character, when tested by such stand­ 
ards as the law affords.'’ 
Our contemporary in considering this 
matter—and it is a question lying at the 
foundation of our system of free govern­ 
ment, and ought to lie thoroughly well 
understood—should not lose sight of the 
important fact, that there is and should be 
no censorship of the press. Neither the 
New Jersey bill, nor any law, in this coun­ 
try of which we have knowledge, exercises 
previous restraint in the form of censor­ 
ship. The newspaper is at lilierty to pub­ 
lish what it pleases, and can gain access to, 
but the law holds the publisher responsible 
for violation of the law, as it does anv 
other violator of any other provision of law 
to which a penalty attaches for its infrac­ 
tion. 
THE BIGGS DEBRIS BILL. 
A\ lien the dispatches first announced the 
intention of Congressman Higgs to intro­ 
duce a hill for an investigation of the de­ 
bris question by a special Commission, the 
Reoord-L sion at once pointed out the 
uselessness of any such step, and the in­ 
jury it would prove to the country. Since 
then we have seen nothing advanced in 
favor of the measure that induces us to 
modify that judgment. The bill we be­ 
lieve to be absolutely dangerous, though 
certainly not so intended by Mr. Biggs. 
The authorities of Yuba and Sutter coun­ 
ties have prepared, and are circulating, a 
protest against the bill that is clear and 
concise, and covers the whole ground. The 
fact that the debris question, in all its 
phases, has lieen thoroughly investigated 
by the Courts, Federal and State, and that 
their judgments are concurrent in the mat­ 
ter, ought to set at rest any doubts con­ 
cerning the facts. There is absolutely 
nothing new to be said upon the question, 
no new testimony to be adduced, and not a 
solitary fact to he presented into which tiie 
Federal, State and private engineers have 
j not long ago exhaustively inquired. The 
appointment of a Commission would have 
but one virtue—it would enable some of 
the much-talked-of surplus to lie expended 
in meeting the cost of reporting testimony, 
of travels and sittings of the Commission, 
and all the incidents of such inquiry. It 
would be a most unwise policy to set up 
the proposed Commission, not to say 
cruelty to reopen the question, and thus 
revive even faint hopes in the hydraulic 
mining regions of some possible adjust­ 
ment under which the hydraulic process 
might be resumed in quarters where its 
previous prosecution resulted in damage to 
the rivers and low lands. While the in­ 
quiry would thus stimulate expectation 
that can never be realized, it would, on 
the other hand, depress valley interests 
because of the fear that some experiments 
might be entered upon by the Government 
that would put the whole matter of de­ 
stroying the rivers and low lands by the 
results of hydraulickingat sea again. The 
people of the valley have reason to fear 
any reopening of this question in view of 
the bitterness of their experience in the 
hist seventeen or eighteen years. Renewal 
of an agitation that puts two large divis­ 
ions of the country at industrial antag­ 
onism can result only in harm to both. 11 
will entail upon them heavy costs, and 
strike down the hopes of men of advanced 
years who have been so long engaged in 
building homes upon the river valley 
lands. The point is well taken that the 
Higgs hill invokes the action of the Gov­ 
ernment in the interest of a private busi­ 
ness. Back of the bill must lie the hope 
that resumption of hydraulic mining may 
be permitted. But a moment's considera­ 
tion will show how’ delusive that expecta­ 
tion is, for the Courts of the land have 
declared that where the prosecution of tiie 
industry works an irreparable injury to 
innocent parties below the mines, it is a 
public nuisance and can be abated by 
judicial order. The Federal Government 
has not, therefore, the right to authorize 
any experiments that would bring that 
judgment into contempt. 
At least, it 
would be the bight of unwisdom to do 
anything likely to disturb, even in antici­ 
pation, the deliberate judgment of Courts 
before which the issues have been tried. 
It would be an exceeding poor policy for 
the hydraulic mining sections which have 
just begun to recover from the depression 
consequent upon tiie cessation of that in­ 
dustry. Anything tending to lead them 
to entertain hopes of returning to the old 
order of things must retard, if not kill oftj 
the new energy devoted to the develop­ 
ment of other resources and the building 
up of communities upon a more stable 
basis. There is, in all the river section, 
entertained towards the people of the 
hydraulic mining regions no bitterness of 
feeling, no animosity. They must not con­ 
strue the protest of Yuba and Sutter to be 
enmity. On the contrary, we believe it is 
the natural and reasonable outcome of the 
situation, and that the opposition to the 
bill is for the best interests of the whole 
State. 
T he conviction of Josselyn and his col­ 
leagues in ¡San Francisco of a conspiracy 
to murder is a notable event. We believe 
it is the first case of the kind in the judi­ 
cial annals of California. It proves that 
the Courts and juries of the metrojiolis arc 
not always crippled in the effort to hnnt 
down the criminal class. The jiersons 
involved in the Josselyn case are not of 
any special importance to society, but the 
offense charged was none the less interest­ 
ing and startling. The result of the trial 
will be to give those who conspire to as­ 
sassinate in order to realize upon the life 
insurance of the victim—and there is rea­ 
son to believe that there are many such 
conspirators—warning that the arm of the 
law can reach them, and that its officers 
are equal to the task of searching them ¡ 
out. 
It may not be modest to be repeatedly 
boasting in our j ride that “We are not as 
j others arc,” but it is very difficult for the 
Californian to refrain from comparing con­ 
. dltions in this State with ’ h .se of the less 
favored East. Here, for instance, is the 


recital of the terrible disaster in Illinois ’ 
on Sunday, bv which an entire interior 
city was leveled before a cyclone, the ¡ 
horrors of the mournful event being almost 
impossible of exaggeration. 
We may 
meet with great disaster in California—no 
human prescience can assure us that the 
time may not even now be near at hand. 
But this we do know, that history gives 
no account of cyclonic visitations in this 
section of the continent. 
Nor are there 
any physical evidences of such elemental 
disturbance having occurred here in ages 
past. We are justified, therefore, in con­ 
cluding that our climatic conditions 
exempt us from them, thus rendering life 
and projierty more secure here than iu the 
valley of the Mississippi. Such compari­ 
son must go tc our great credit in tiie 
estimation of the jieople who contemplate 
immigration to California. 
T he outlines given by telegraph of the 
new fishery treaty impress the reader with 
a sense of the fairness of the compact. 
There were, of necessity, mutual concessions, 
hut it appears that more have been made 
by Great Britain. The hardships that 
liore upon our fishermen in the matter of 
procuring supplies in foreign waters are 
mitigated or mainly removed; the long 
disputed ¡«tint of what constitutes the 
shore line lias been settled, so that the 
measurement is no longer to be made from 
headland to headland, except in cases 
where the cross line (alls short of ten miles ; 
in all other case’s the line of the three- 
mile limit is to lx' drawn parallel witli the 
course of the coast of bays and gulfs. The 
United States on its part, and for these con­ 
cessions, yields the point for which the 
American fisherman contended—the right 
to purchase bait in the waters of the 1G- 
minion. It may be taken for granted that 
the treaty will be ratified, and thus an­ 
other source of irritation withdrawn.

REVIVAL MEETINGS. 
Short Sermons by a Number of Ministers 
—Fine Singing. 
The cold north wind blew doors shut 
last night, and many people were indis­ 
posed to open them again, even in this 
glorious climate, where real cold aud disa­ 
greeable weather are unknown quantities. 
But the result of the northern zephyr was 
to considerably diminish the attendance at 
the Hammond revival meeting at the old 
Pavilion. It was nearly half-past V before 
much of an audience gathered. At that 
time, however, the people came in rapidly. 
The singers had just got into place, wheu 
Mr. Hammond came in and pausing at the 
foot of the platform stairway exclaimed, 
“ Well, its pretty windy outside, but the 
meeting up on the street corner is going on 
and there’s three times as many there as 
here.” He coutinued in a pleasant con­ 
versational strain, and then the singers 
upon the high benches began to fill ilie 
hall with songs of praise, and made the air 
resonant with worshipful melodies. Mr. 
Hammond then took the rostrum and told 
of the work of the ministers and their col­ 
leagues during the day in holding meerings 
and visiting various points for the sake of 
the souls of men. The singers again woke 
the echoes of the great half with a verse of 
pleauing music, when Mr. Hammond 
stopped them and preached a half minute 
sermon of exhortation upon the text of the 
sacred soDg. The choir then took up 
another stanza, and Mr. Hatumond invited 
all the people to pray for the work, and 
especially for the men at the noon meeting 
at the “ shops,” who had shown such inter­ 
est. 
The congregation was led in the 
prayer by Judge Mayhew. 
“ I heard old Dr. Sprague,” said Mr. 
Hammond, “ say more people had been 
led to Christ by that old bj’tun, beginning, 
‘ Alas, and did my Savior bleed,’ than 
through any other musical influence. Well, 
I don’t know how that is, but it was one 
of the means of leading me to Christ, and 
it was after bearing it that 1 gave up my 
heart to Him and wrote to my mother to 
that eliect. Now let us all join in it in the 
spirit while it is sung.” Miss Needham ihen 
sang the splendid old hymn in a strong, rich, 
sweet voice, full of emotion and marked 
by strong feeling. The audience joined in 
the chorus at the clcss of each stanza : 
Jous died for you, 
Jesus died for me, 
Jesus died for all mankind, 
To make salvation free. 
Mr. Hammond at the conclusion of the 
hymn offered a brief, fervent supplication 
to God ;that He would lead men to feel 
that the love of Christ was for all, and that 
all might come to Him who would. 
The evening had been set aside for brief 
addresses by the clergymen of the city aid­ 
ing in the services. In accordance with 
that arrangement, Rev. Mr. Wheeler was 
the first speaker. The central thoughts of 
his address were that all things work to­ 
gether for the glory of God ; that the love 
of the Savior is immeasurable; that there is 
nothing more striking than the difference 
with which Christianity and self-righteous­ 
ness deal with sin ; that the higher we rise 
in the scale of intelligence, the more we 
discover the fitness aud elegancies of the 
religion of Christ. At the conclusion of 
Mr. Wheeler’s remarks the choir sang a 
hymn and Rev. Mr. Needham made the 
announcements for the coming week. To­ 
night; “Recognition of friends in Heaven” 
will be the subject. To-morrow evening, 
“The divinity of Christ” will be the topis. 
Thursday evening a sermon to lawyers will 
be preached and with it will be told of the 
conversion of Hon. Thomas A. I). Fessen­ 
den. Saturday evening there will be a 
service for men only. The praver-meeting 
will be held at 3 p. m , commencing to-day 
and at the M. E. Church South, Seventh 
street, between J and K. The noon meet­ 
ings will be continued as usual at the shops, 
and in the evening a street meeting will be 
held at 7 o’clock at Fourth and K. 
Rev. Dr. Merrill spoke a few words to 
church-goers, urging them to be active and 
be ever watchful to lend a helping hand 
and influence to an erring brother or sis­ 
ter and save them to the ranks of Christ- 
anity. 
Rev. T. A. Bauder addressed the parents 
of the children recently converted, exhort­ 
ing them to see that the home influences 
are made conducive to Christianity. He 
also urged the parents to be more careful 
of the interests of the children and to help 
to clear the moral atmosphere of Sacra­ 
mento. Rev. A. C. Herrick and Rev. Dr. 
Needhan-also spoke very earnestly iu ihe 
cause of religion, and urged the necessity 
of Christians to be active to anticipate the 
movements and designs of the devil. 
The street meeting was addressed by 
Rev. O. Summers and Mr. Hanuuond at 
Fourth and K streets. The audience was 
large and listened very attentively to the 
remarks of the speakers. Rev. Summers 
told of the town where he came from, that 
had not a church within its precincts and 
that within one year eighty-four men had, 
to use a pioneer phrase, died in their boots.

CITV TRUSTEES. 
Enterprising Citizens from the Fourth 
Ward Ask for a Fire Engine. 
The first business yesterday morning be­ 
fore the City Fathers was the reading of 
the report of the Chief Engineer of the 
Water Works. The number of gallons 
pumped were 17,«69,500. the work being 
done by the Ifolly pump alone in 166 
hours. 
A number of residents of the Fourth 
Ward appeared before the Board and asked 
that they reconsider the matter of raising 
the tax this year for the purpose of provid­ 
ing a lire engine for the eastern portion of 
the city. They considered themselves and 
their property unsafe from fire, and thought 
it would be but fair to place an engine 
there for protection. Some time ago they 
were promised an engine, but it had not yet 
arrived. 
Mr. Carey, of the Street Railway Com­ 
pany, said that he thought there was great 
need of an engine in the upper portion of 
the city, and did not see why ihe extra 
engine, which is kept down town, could 
not be taken up town and placed in service. 
The Board all agreed that thedemand was 
a just one and they said they would put 
the engine-house on Nineteenth and L 
streets in a proper condition. They 
thought that the extra engine should be 
placed there and in service. 
P. M. Cox was awarded the contract for 
grading Nineteenth street from P to Y, and 
James Touhey was the lowest bidder for 
grading. 
Weinstock, Lubin <fc Co. presented the 
plans and specifications for the new hook 
and ladder house to he erected by them at 
Sixth, between K and L. in exchange forthe 
old house on Fourth, between K and L. 
The Board signed au agreement and the 
work will be commenced soon. 
It was ordered that a vitrified ironstone 
pipe sewer be constructed in the alley be­ 
tween J and K. from Ninth to Eleventh 
streets, with a flush tank at the head. 
There being no further business the 
Board adjourned. 


D om entiui's Case Postponed. 
The case of Angelo Domentini, charged 
with rape, was called in Judge Armstrong’s 
Court yesterday morning. Before proceed­ 
ing to the selection of a jury the defend­ 
ant’s attorney introduced an affidavit

SCHOOL MATTERS. 
Mias W atson Elected Principal of the 
Sacram ento Gramm ar School. 
A special meeting of the City Board of 
Education was held last evening at the 
office of City Superintendent Beard, called 
by the President, Mr. Conklin, to consider 
the resignation of Madison Babcock as 
Principal of the Sacramento Grammar 
School. The roll was called, and all an­ 
swered to their names except Director 
Chipman, who is in Truckee. 
The President stated the object of the 
meeting, and requested the Secretary to 
read the resignation of Mr. Babcock, which 
was as follows: 
S a cra m en to. Cal., February 18, 1888. 
To Ihe Honorable Board of Education, Sacra­ 
mento, Cat.—Gentlemen: For nearly three years, 
I have been Principal oí the Sacramento Gram­ 
mar School, a position that the people, the 
pupils, the teachers, and your honorable Hoard 
have made so pleasant, and to which 1 have be­ 
come so attached.that when I sit down to formal­ 
ly resign it is with feelings of sorrow and regret. 
There is not a patron of the school that 1 io not 
feel is my friend. There is not a pupil In the 
whole six hundred in whom 1 do not feel an in­ 
terest and with whom I shall not part with re­ 
gret. Few schools are blessed with as earnest 
pains taking teachers as those with whom I 
have been associated. They deserve your confi­ 
dence and that of the people. 
Ih e only favorable answer that seemed to 
have been given to the emphatic question of a 
prominent citizen, when I came to .Sacramento, 
was by your honorable Board; anil from that 
dny to this 1 have had the individual and offi- 
eial support and friendship ol' the Board: for 
which permit me to sincerely and heartily 
thank you. 1 shall cany to my new tield of la­ 
bor a recollection of our associations ttiat 1 shall 
cherish through Hie. It seldom falls to the lot 
of a man to be surrounded by associations as 
pleasant as I have found in your midst, and In 
asking you to accept my resignation, to take 
effect on the 1st of March. I do so with the 
profoundest feeling of respect and affection for 
Sacramento, i do not expect that my lines will 
ever full in a pleasanter place thati this has 
been. Again thanking you individually, and 
through you the people, old and youug, 1 am, 
very respectfully, yours. 
M a d iso n B a bcock. 
Director Hopkins moved that the resigna­ 
tion be accepted, and it was carried. 
The President said the next thing in 
order would be nominations to fill the 
vacancy. 
Mr. Martin, the new Director from the 
First Ward, arose and plumed himself for 
a speech. He said he was a little surprised 
at this meeting being called in such haste. 
He was opposed to an election until the 
next regular meeting,and moved to postpone 
the matter of filling the vacancy until the 
next regular meeting, which would be held 
next Monday evening, the 27 th inst. He had 
many reasons to urge why there should be 
no undue haste, ar.d two good reasons why 
action should be postponed for one week. 
In the first place Director Chipman was 
absent from the city, and they would act 
without a full Board. In the second place, 
he said, 1 have been “ quarantined ” for the 
past week and have had no opportunity to 
consider this matter, and do not like to be 
forced into a vote to-night. It seems to be 
acting with undue haste. It is quite gen­ 
erally understood that a majority of this 
Board intend to elect Miss Watson. If 
that is the case what harm can come of 
laying the election over for one week. The 
change does not take place until the 1st. 
Mr. Skelton, the new Director from the 
Fourth Ward, indorsed the remarks of Mr. 
Martin and seconded the motion to post­ 
pone for one week. 
School Superintendent Beard thought it 
would be courtesy to Director Chipman, 
who was unavoidably absent from the city, 
to postpone action for one week. 
Mr. Hopkins said : I think we can go on 
and elect to-night. So far as Mr. Martin’s 
remarks are concerned, I don’t think they 
have any weight. I think we have our 
minds made up. So far as I am concerned, 
I am ready to vote for Miss Watson to­ 
night. 
The President called Mr. Hopkins to or­ 
der, saying that the only question before 
Board was upon postponement. 
Mr. Hopkins—Well, I am opposed to 
laying this matter over. We don’t want to 
be bothered with innumerable applications 
front all over the State. 
Mr. Todd—I had a talk with Director 
Chipman concerning this nialter a few days 
ago, and he will concur in any action of a 
majority ot the Board. 
The President said the mere matter of 
one memberheing absent trorn the Board 
does not affixt anything : that was no ex­ 
cuse at all. The:e must be some other mo­ 
tive for desiring a postponement. 
Superintendent Beard 
replied very 
warmly that if the President intimated 
that he was actuated by any wrong motive 
he was mistaken, and he would submit to 
no such an imputation. 
The President—I was not talking to you, 
sir.Mr. Martín—The President, I notice, 
had great cmisideration and the courtesy to 
wait this meeting for one hour, until Di­ 
rector Ho[ kins could arrive. Why is he 
of so mur.i more importance than other 
members of the Board ? I was told to-day 
upon the street by an intimate friend of Mr. 
Chipman’s that the latter was vary anxious 
to be present and to participate in this 
election. There is no good reason offered, 
and apparently there is no necessity for 
undue haste in this matter. If you have a 
majority here for Miss Watson why not be 
satisfied w ill that and continue the elec­ 
tion until the regular monthly meeting of 
the Board, which will be in time. If you 
have good and sufficient reasons for taking 
this snap judgment upon an absent 
member 
of 
the 
Board 
why not 
give them. 
In reply to the Pres 
ident, 
I 
will 
say 
that 
so far 
as 1 am concerned I have no motive, except 
to subserve the best interests of the public 
schools. Continue it for one week, and 
perhaps during that time other arrange­ 
ments can be made that would be better for 
that school. It has always been considered 
necessary that there should be a male 
teacher as principal of that school. 
The President called Mr. Martin to order, 
telling him he was wandering from the 
subject under discussion. 
Mr. Martin contended that he was in 
order, and that all he had said was gertnain 
to the subject. He hoped the members of 
the Board would adjourn for one week 
without taking actiou. 
The President said so far as he was con­ 
cerned he had called the meeting in good 
taith and not because Mr. Chipman was 
out of town. 
After some further discussion, the roll 
was called and the motion to postpone 
action lost by the followi lg vote: 
Ayes—Martin and Ske ton—2. 
Noes—Petrie, Conklin, Todd, Davis and 
Hopkins—5. 
Director Martin changed his vote from 
aye to nay and gave notioi- that at the next 
regular meeting he would move a recon­ 
sideration of the vote whereby his motion 
was lost.

Director Hopkins placed in nomination 
for the unexpired term of the Principalship 
in the Sacramento Grammar School, Miss 
Mary J. Watson. Director Martin placed 
in nomination Miss Harriet McCormick.

FINED FOR CONTEMPT. 
Judge Arm strong M akes an Exam ple Of 
Jesse W addle. 
A crowd of spectators gathered in Judge 
Armstrong’s Court yesterday for the pur­ 
pose of hearing the testimony in the Dom- 
intini case, and they were treated to a little 
scene which wss entirely unexpected. It 
was not the rape case they heard, but some­ 
thing nearly as interesting, and Jesse Wad­ 
dle was the subject. 
Judge Armstrong, it appears, had heard 
that Mr. Waddle had been doing some jury- 
bribing on a small scale in the Mollie Jones 
case, and he resolved to look into the mat­ 
ter.Mollie Jones appeared in the Court-room 
for sentence for the crime of petit larceny, 
of which she was convicted by the jury a 
few days ago. Judge Armstrong ordered 
the defendant to the custody of the Sheriff, 
and deferred sentence untii to-day. After 
the defendant bad passed out of the room 
Judge Armstrong asked if Jesse Waddle 
was present. It was soon ascertained that 
he was not. but his presence was obtained 
in short order. 
“ Stand up,” said the Court, addressing 
Waddle. 
Waddle obeyed, and the Judge told him 
that he had been brought into custody for 
contempt of Court in influencing a juror. 
The following oider of the Court was 
then read bv the C.eik : 
Mr. Waddell, you are ordered by the Court to 
appear before this Court on Monday morning, 
February 20,1888, at 10 o'clock, then'and there 
to show cause why you should not be pun idled 
for a contempt oi the authority of this Court, 
in attempting to interfere with the due admin­ 
istration of justice in the case of the People vs. 
Mollie Jones. In the hall, during the recess, 
you came up to Mr. Spain anil myself and made 
a remark to this effect: That "you never had 
seen so weak a case in Court.” You had seen 
Mr. Spain on the jury. You liad been in the 
Court room all day. When the Judge rebuked 
you, you sdd you did not know Mr. Spain was 
a juror. That might have been taken as an ex­ 
cuse, as unintentional to influence the jury, but 
subsequently, when the Judge of this Court was 
passing through the hall, you came to him and 
said that if the jury fouud the defendant guilty 
it was your desire that the Court should be light 
ujou her. That was an interference with the 
administration of justice that canuot be toler­ 
ated. Yon will therefore apjiear before tins 
Court on Monday morning at 10 o'clock id show 
cause why you should not be punished for 
contempt. Failing to appear, vou will he at­ 
tached and brought to the bar of this Coutt, to 
be dealt with according to law. 
“ Mr. Waddle,” said Judge Armstrong, 
"you have been brought before the bar to 
show why you should not be punished for 
interfering with the administration of 
justice in this Court. Who is your coun­ 
sel?” 
"M r. White is my counsel,” said Wad­ 
dle. Upon being questioned by the Court 
as to what answer he made to the charge, 
\\ addle said : 14 Of course you know what 
I have done, but I say that I was ignorant 
that I was violating the law.” Upon being 
asked as to whether he had a family. Wad­ 
dle replied that he had a wife. 
The Judge then said : “ It has been the 
practice of men of your character, who 
visit the Courts frequently, to attempt by 
expressions to create 
AN IMPRESSION ON A JURY. 
Any citizen, and especially a man of your 
age and experience, knows that such pro­ 
ceedings are wrong and will not be toler­ 
ated by this Court. This is the reason why 
so many remarkable verdicts are rendered 
by juries, who in many cases may be 
greatly influenced by expressions of ap­ 
parently disinterested persons. You well 
know that your act was an iuipropper one, 
for which no leniency should be shown in 
judgment. I at first thought that a tine of 
$25 might be sufficient, but iearning that 
you have a wife and at the same time are 
working in the interests of 
A COMMON PROSTITUTE, 
I can have no mercy upon you. I hope 
this will be a warning to that class of peo­ 
ple who have adopted the plan of jury fix­ 
ing on a small scale, and 1 wish to see no 
such persons in this Court to interfere with 
the due administration of public justice. 
Every one of this class who are detected 
by this Court in transactions] of your kind 
will be punished as I propose to punish 
you. You are ordered to pay a fine of $50 
or suffer imprisonment in the County Jail 
at the rate of $1 per day until the fine is 
paid. Sit down, sir.” 
Up to latest accounts Waddle bad not 
paid the fine and occupied an apartment in 
the County Jail. 
Clauie Opera House. 
The Cotton Company presented the 
drama, 44 True Devotion,” last night to a 
good house, when it is considered that the 
evewrtjj was unpleasant and a week of 
double attractions well patronized had pre­ 
ceded. Ben Cotton in the prologue appears 
in a role, the type of a character he per­ 
sonated twenty years ago as scarcely anv 
other has with greater success, the old-time 
aged plantation slave attached to the fam­ 
ily of his master by sincere affection. Yet 
Cotton is as successful to-day in the per­ 
sonating of the character as then; perhaps 
age has made him better in the role. In 
the drama proper he assumes a role 
sharply, violently in contrast—that of a 
young, active, spirited free negro youth. 
One can scarcely realize that it is 
a man far past the years of middle 
life who is playing the part. Miss 
Idalene has a pleasant, easy role in the 
play. The piece is well played throughout. 
It is a trifle as a drama, old style in plot, 
melodramatic, and though one may be in­ 
clined to smile at the stupidity of the vil­ 
lains of the play, in doing precisely what 
is necesiary to lead to the triumph of vir­ 
tue, yet it is true that life gives us innumer­ 
able examples of just such fortune-hunt­ 
ing. child-stealing, thief-training reality; 
and many a cold fact recital of just as vil­ 
lainous schemes to accomplish the ends of 
the vicious. Still there is a good deal of 
dramatic license availed of, and the rascals 
are conveniently and obligingly falling 
into the traps set for them, where ordinary 
prudence would guarantee them safety. In 
the hands of an accomplished playwright 
the inconsistencies of the piece might be 
eliminated and the text made consider­ 
ably more spirited and representative of 
reality. For instance, Mr. Cotton will 
notice that by simply changing the tense of 
the dialogue between Mrs. Van Dyke and 
Jerome, in the prologue, the utter absurd­ 
ity of the divorce business can be corrected. 
As it now reads, Mrs. Van Dyke is the first 
to inform her husband that she has applied 
for a decree of divorce. He expresses sur­ 
prise, and informs her that she can never 
establish her case. While they quarrel 
over it, a letter arrives with the decree and 
the woman proclaims herself free. This is 
simply an impossible situation. Put the 
conversation into the past tense, let the 
parties speak of a trial had and discuss the 
probabilities of the decree, and the amus­ 
ing absurdity disappears.

Ill a letter to the Pacific Rural Prrss from 
A uburn, Cal., F . Cole, sa y s;

sour 
oranges as avenue trees, and rightly it does, 
because there is no other tree as ornam ental 
as the sour orange. 
B ut it is not only 
ornam ental, it is very useful also. 
T he traveler in the so-called Paradise of 
Europe, the coast of th e M editerranean, 
between Genoa and Canm s. will be sur­ 
prised on com ing in th e district of Grasse, 
to see there in fall innum erable clothes­ 
lines hung up on w hich th e skins of 
oranges are dried, w hile the pulp of these 
fruits is lying in out-of-the-w ay places, 
w here large piles of tens of thousands of 
oranges will rot for m anure. 
H e hears 
then that these are soar oranges. 
T heir 
skins are used by the m ore than fifty per­ 
fum e factories of Grasse, as well as the 
blossoms, of which an Italian proverb 
says: “ The orange blossom is the king of 
all blossoms.” 
A sour orange tree usually bears three 
tim es as m any blossom s as it is able to bear 
fruits, and therefore tw o-thirds of them are 
picked and sold to gardeners, druggists aud 
th e perfum e factories, w hich use the blos­ 
som s and then rhe skins for powders, oils, 
pom ades, extracts, molasses, liquors, con­ 
fitures, candies, etc.. som e of w hich pro­ 
ducts are very valuable. 
One gallon of oil, 
for instance, (Neroly bigarrade) is sold for 
$300. T he factories of Grasse consum e 
during the period ot distillation in the 
m onth of May 30.000 pounds of orange 
blossom s a day. 
As soon as there will be in California a 
supply of sour orange blossoms and skins, 
it will not be long before factories w ill be 
erected, because in Am erica as m uch and 
m ore perfum es and confitures are used thau 
in anv other country.

Why, they are worse 
than the fleas ami lice ever was in "the domin­ 
ions ol oldrnan Pharaoh, and|the poor shiver­ 
ing people brought a whole section of their 
miserable winter along with them to disgust the 
natives with. 
I think you were in big luck when you missed 
making connections, or rather, iu other words, 
you are to be congratulated in not malting the 
rime when you expected to. It looks like everv 
man, woman aud child in the State w as trving 
to skin the Eastern visitors that are here at 
present, and every one wants to sell out to 
them. 
Every town in the State I know of has organ­ 
ized a Hoard of Trade, or “ Board ot Liars,1’ to 
write up the resources and capabilities of the 
country, and every newspaper is in the charit­ 
able business too. Now if there is such a great 
future in store for the country how is it that 
every one of the old settlers wants to sell out 
and get away from here aud leave the ¡state. 
\\ lien it comes down to actual facts about the 
capabilities of these foothills as a farming 
country there is not over one in a hundred that 
can make a gold living, and the wav that one 
makes anything is because he has free water to 
irrigate his laud with.

Have seen a letter 
written on the 9th inst. from 1-os Angeles by 
Major A. Hancock, one of llaneoek’s sons, ill- 
had been there some two weeks, and don’t give 
a very glowing account oí the orange region or 
the people. Tne skinning of the emigrants was 
in full operation then. Board at the poorest of 
hotels is *10 per week: a common ordinary room 
8-0 per week, and at tiie good hightoned houses 
nothing but a millionaire can touch them, and 
the city was full of strangers. The same way 
throughout the southern part of the State, So 
you will see our “Board of liars” are getting in 
good work, and making clover while the time is 
favorable. 
Eastern people have become insane over Cali­ 
fornia, and nothing but a little experience will 
cure the malady or bring back their sanity. 
This whole craze has been brought about by 
real estate agenls and speculators, and the bot­ 
tom will drop out in the course of time and 
leave the dupes high aud dry with some foot­ 
hills.
